John, 


CW Crystals stared in 1933 and advertised in QST for probably nearly as long 
with very simple 1-2 line classified ads. My recollection is that in 1996, 
CW Crystals sold to John Morris, NOACS, of Phoenix Crystals as a result of 
the former's XYL passing away. Shortly thereafter, he decided to sell-off 
the business. 


Prices for FT-243 types were reasonable at $4.50 per unit, or $3.95 in lots 
of five or more. Then, in 1997, I believe John resurrected the "CW 


Crystals" name from his QTH in Nevada, MO. 


Sensing that neither operation would last forever, I ordered approximately 


200 FT-243 crystals in the early '90s from each vendor for the 160M, 80M, 
and 40M bands. To the best of my knowledge, only JAN will now supply FT-243 
crystals in the original holders, but at a real financial premium.

C-W Crystals of Nevada, Missouri, has closed its doors and may be sold 
following the sudden death of its proprietor, John Morris, NOACS. Morris was 
59. In the meantime, Morris' long-time companion, Marilyn Selvey, KBORTO, 
reports that she has returned all orders and refunded all money. She reports 
that Morris did not have crystals in stock and processed orders as they 
arrived, so she is unable to fill any orders.-Marilyn Selvey, KBORTO"
